"nile not as spectacular or as foolhardy as plans urged by 
oxtvemists of the Goldwater stripe,” declares the Louisrille 
courier-Jjournal, “it is ὃ tough program, aimed not only at the 
Ned-bise nations, but at allies who have refused to consider 
Casteo ἃ menace to the hemisphere and have insisted on doing 
business with him." The Christian Science Honitor welcomes 
reports that the “boycott” will start with a crackdown on U.S. 
ships sailing under foreign flags. "Until this is done," it 
suggests, “other countries will be justified in saying the U.S. 
dees not practice what it preeches.” 


Applanding "the "firming up! by the President," John 5. Knight 
sserts that "the people will give their willing support” to an 
Administration that will act “in the self-interest of our own 
conntry, and stop worrying about πῶ the rest of the world will 
think," @o Sen, Keating (R-N.Y¥.), the propcsed steps are "force- 
ful and. commendable. it is entirely possible aiso that they nay 
sey an example for joint hemisphere action and exercise some 
persuesion on our NATO allies." These are “tough restrictions," 
that will "take the profit out of carrying anything for Castro," 
the Philadelphia Bulletin comments.
